That is always an unsettled 
question. Keep the bowels quiet 
and do not risk a laxative. Con- 
trol the pain if possible by hot 
compresses or ice packs. as seems 
most advisable to the patient. If 
Operation is chosen, let it be done 
with the least possible disturb- 
ance of the other organs.

ERE are recipes for dishes 
built of common ingrédients 
but sufficiently interesting and un- 
usual] to satisfy that urge to create 
something beautiful as well as 
worth the eating. 
Boned Fried Chicken 
Get tender broilers and cook un- 
til tender in a little water in a 
tightly covered kettle. Remove, 
cool, and then with a sharp knife 
divide into four portions each. Use 
a boning knife wtih a narrow 
blade and pointed,end and care- 
fully remove the breastbone, ribs 
and upper wing bone. Slit the un- 
derside of the legs, disjoint, then 
work out the leg bones. Tie each 
portion securely after ‘the bones 
are removed, roll in seasoned flour 
and fry until delicately browned 
in melted butter. 
Serve wtih’a rich cream sauce 
to which finely chopped parsley 
has been added.

Boil 12 cup rice in 2 cups salted 
milk until the rice is tender and 
each grain separate. Drain and 
add ]j tablespoon sugar. 1 table- 
spoon melted butter, a few grat- 
ings of lemon rind and 2 well 
beaten eggs. Cook in a double 
boiler until the mixture is very 
thick. Spread on a platter until 
cool, then shape into croquettes, 
making a dent in the top of each. 
Dip into slightly beaten egg. roll 
in fine cracker crumbs and fry in 
deep fat. Drain on brown paper 
and put a garnish of currant jelly 
or parsley in the craters. 

Marbled Mousse 

For the chocolate part, melt one 
square unsweetened chccoiate and 
heat with 12 cup fine sugar, % cup 
milk over hot water until thor- 
oughly blended. Chill. Add 1% tee- 
spoon vanilla and fold into !2 pint 
cream that has been whipped un- 
til stiff. For the vanilla part, beat 
¥ pint cream until smooth and 
glossy and fold in % cup fine su- 
gar, a few grains salt, 32 teaspoon 
vanilla extract and ‘4 teaspoon 
almond. 

Put spoonfuls of the chocolate 
and vanilla mixtures into the ice 
tray of a mechanical freezer, With 
a spatula, make a swirling motion 
down the center to give the 
mousse a marbled appearance. 
Freeze until firm. Six servings. 

Pastel Jelly Frosting 

Place '2 cup jelly (any flavor) 
in a bowl and set over boiling wa- 
ter. Add oue unbeaten egg white 
and a dash salt. Beat with a 
rotary egg beater until the jelly is 
free from lumps. Remove from the 
boiling water and continue beat- 
ing until the mixture will stand in 
peaks. Spread on small cup cakes 
or your favorite cake that has 
been baked in a sheet and cut into 
small fancy shapes. 

Strawberry jelly makes a deli- 
cate pink frosting for angel cake: 
tart currant jelly is nice with spice 
cake, and grape jelly frosting with 
any plain cake. These are lovely
